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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record teaches a water toy as claimed having a partially submersible battery- 
powered fluid pump; a themed amusement assembly as claimed being connected to the 
pump via a fluid conduit and having at least one spout out of which water streams when 
the toy is in operation, and at least one character removably mounted over the at least 
one spout to allow the user to interchange to different type of characters as desire; and 
wherein water appears to stream from the character when the toy is in operation. The 
instant claimed invention differs from the US Patent 4,951 ,329 cited by the applicant in 
as indicated above and further differs in that the instant invention is either free stand in 

a tub/pool or the battery-powered pump is submerged in the water and the themed 
amusement assembly with the interchangeable characters is attached to the wall of the 
tub/pool.
